There are some 
tried and true repeats each year, like the hubcap 
Christmas tree and the bicycle wheel snowman, 

but keep an eye out for topical references such as a 
previous year's House of Cards-themed arrangement. 
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Domino Sugars Sign . | | 
The iconic neon sign of the Domino Sugars factory 
has long been a fixture of the Baltimore skyline. 

The factory is in Locust Point, but the sign can be 
seen from virtually anywhere оп the harbor.

Lexington Market 


Founded in 1782, Lexington Market is the oldest 
continually running market in America. Visitors and 
locals alike come back again and again for favorites 
that have been in operation for decades, like Faidley's 
Seafood, Berger's Bakery and Connie's Chicken and 
Waffles, just to name 
а few. The market is 
currently undergoing 
a major overhaul that 
will introduce a new 
building harkening 
back to previous 
market forms and 
will make space for 
an urban plaza to 

be used for farmers 
markets and events. 
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Globe Posters 


Over the years, the iconic posters 
made by Globe have promoted 
the people's entertainment, 
including vaudeville, burlesque, 
movies, circus and carnival acts. 
The company started in 1929, but 
some of the most memorable 
posters came from the 1960s 

for top R&B and rock acts like 
Mavis Staples, Otis Redding, 
Marvin Gaye and the Beach Boys. 
Using large cylinder presses, 
each poster is letterpressed with 
wood type on day-glo screenprint 
backgrounds, making each one a 
unique work of art. 





Tochterman's 
Fishing Tackle 


Tochterman's Fishing Tackle has 
been around since 1916, though 
the classic neon sign of a jumping 
large-mouth bass is slightly newer 
at almost 90 years old. The shop, 
which sells fishing bait and tackle, 
has been in the Tochterman family 
for three generations. 





Natty Boh Tower 


You know you're in Brewers Hill when 
you look up and see the illuminated 
Mr. Boh winking down at you. Named 
for the National Bohemian (or Natty 
Boh) beer that was once brewed in 
the building he sits atop, Mr. Boh is 
one of Baltimore's beloved unofficial 
mascots. The building, which now 
houses retail, office and living space, 
has been standing since 1872.

Nipper the 
RCA Dog 


This giant statue, which recreates a 
famous painting from 1898, sits on 
the top of the Maryland Center for 
History & Culture. It originally sat 
atop the RCA building in Baltimore 
when Nipper was the mascot of the 
company, and has moved around a 
few times (including to Virginia for 
about 20 years), but the pup and his 
gramophone have now retired to 
Park Avenue in Mount Vernon.

From historic art to 
nature-filled walking 
trails, there's a whole lot 
to see and do in Baltimore. 
The best part? You can 
experience it all without 
breaking the bank.

Visiting art enthusiasts will delight 
in Charm City's artistic culture, 
featuring sculptures, paintings 
and modern design not found 
anywhere else. A must-see is the 
Baltimore Museum of Art (BMA), 
afree, internationally renowned 
hub of more than 95,000 objects 
ranging from up-and-coming 
contemporary creations to ancient 
Antioch mosaics. The BMA also has 
an outdoor sculpture garden with 
19 early modernist works by artists 
such as Alexander Calder, Jacques 
Lipchitz, Isamu Noguchi, and 
Auguste Rodin. 


Next, take a drive to Mount Vernon 
to check out the vast collections 
within The Walters Art Museum, 
spanning styles across more than 
seven millennia. The nearly 90-уеаг- 
old site offers free admissions as 
well as family programming like 
drop-in art classes and tours, too. 
Lastly, finish up your day by taking in 
the neoclassical architecture of the 
famed Baltimore Basilica—the very 
first Roman Catholic cathedral built 
in the U.S.

culture. We are rich with it!" Daniels explains. 


As we continue to deal with the COVID-19 pandemic, 
you'll note that some previously popular sites and 
attractions may not be open to typical visits right 
now, but there are still ways to carefully celebrate 
Black History Month, including virtual cultural 
offerings and outdoor destinations that are social 
distance friendly. 


So, this winter, let February be the 
commemorative point at which you can discover 
the beauty of our shared history, and even its 
pain. Seek to understand what has brought us 
all together, to this point in time, but don't limit 
yourself to just a month. Use this to explore 
more of what you've already learned in previous 
seasons and years as we continue to grow, 

and consider these Baltimore activities and 
destinations as a starting point.

National Great Blacks 
In Wax Museum 


It's famous for a reason. This one-of-a-kind 
museum solely dedicated to studying and preserving 
African American history was the first wax museum 

in Baltimore. Though it had reduced hours due to the 
pandemic at press time (view the website for the 
latest information), visitors could still visit to take in 
life-sized and lifelike wax figures, including those of 
lauded author Zora Neale Hurston, who had city roots 
and graduated from Morgan State's high school in 
1918, and jazz legend Billie Holiday (AKA Lady Day), 
who was raised in Baltimore. 


The Reginald F. Lewis Museum of Maryland 
African American History & Culture 


Located in downtown Baltimore, this museum brings 
400 years of Maryland African American history to 
life, including exhibits in the areas of industry, politics, 
leisure activities, sports, media, the arts, education, the 
military and more. It reopened with enhanced safety 
protocols in September 2020 and boasts a collection 
of more than 10,000 objects. Visit to see its interactive 
and educational offerings. Or view the online collections 
via its website, including a military collection featuring 
books, photographs, and components from real 
military uniforms, including commemorative medals.

Druid Hill Park 


This 745-acre space is one of the first large 
public parks in America and Baltimore's first 
large municipal park. On its grounds, you'll find 
the Druid Hill reservoir, dating back to 1863, a 
walking trail and more. If you’re wondering why 
it’s on our Black history list, it also was the site 
of a once-popular segregated pool for Black 
people, opened in 1921. By 1950, there were 
reportedly six public pools for white people 
and just the one pool for the city’s 250,000 
Black residents. The segregated pool was 
crowded and sometimes had to close and, 
after a Black boy drowned swimming in a river, 
the NAACP successfully sued to desegregate 
the pools. Now the pool formerly designated 
for Black swimmers has been filled in with dirt 
as part of amemorial to recognize this historic 
act of progress against segregation.

Baltimore's Pennsylvania Avenue is a historic 
African American neighborhood that became 
known as one of the nation's stellar African 
American entertainment districts. So much 
so that the Baltimore National Heritage 
Area had been offering walking tours of this 
area (in addition to others) until it paused 
these organized events in 2020 due to the 
pandemic. Today, as staff hope to reopen 
tours later this year, you can learn more about 
virtual tour offerings on the organization's 
website. Or, if you're up to it, try a self- 
directed and socially distanced walk. If you 
venture out, you'll be able to stroll past 
standout residential and church architecture 
and see the historic avenue for yourself. 


You can also plan your own adventure by 
plotting out a few must-see places around town 
on your own and setting out for a quick stroll. 


Download the “GPSmyCity: Walks in 
1K* Cities" app to your mobile phone and 
choose the "Baltimore African American 


Heritage Walking Tour" if you'd rather let someone 
else guide your experience.

ithin Downtown 

Baltimore, you'll stumble 

upon The Bromo Tower 
Arts and Entertainment District, 
a 117-acre area full of local artist-run 
galleries, music venues and historic 
theaters. The culture-filled stretch 
of streets is anchored by the Bromo 
Seltzer Arts Tower (21 S. Eutaw St.) 
—a landmark and staple of the city 
skyline since it was built in 1911. 


In more recent years, the tower has 
been transformed into a beacon 
for arts and innovation, serving as a 
creative hub for artists of all styles 
to hone their craft and interact with 
the public. Walk a few blocks and 
you'll come across the fabric of the 
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thriving arts neighborhood at sites 
like the Maryland Art Place (218 
W. Saratoga St.)—a contemporary 
space showcasing everything from 
photography to gallery talks—the 
oldest operating African American 
community theater in the U.S., 
Baltimore's Arena Players (801 
McCulloh St.), the Current Space 
(421 N. Howard St.) gallery and so 
much more. Don't forget to check 
out the Hippodrome Theatre to see

if any Broadway plays or musicals 
are on the schedule, or, for local and 
independent productions, Everyman 
Theatre (315 West Fayette St). 

While exploring, you'll find more than 
entertainment, as Bromo is close by 
the city’s main sports venues, the 
convention center and dozens of 
delicious restaurants, too.

Cinephiles will be delighted to find 
it's home to The Charles Theatre 
(1711 N. Charles St.), a former 
streetcar barn from the 1800s that 
now regularly showcases indie films 
of all kinds, and The Parkway 
Theatre (5 W. North Ave.), an 
arthouse cinema serving popcorn 
and craft beer alongside blockbuster 
flicks. The Parkway is also the 

home of the annual Maryland Film 
Festival, happening in May. 


For those looking to get outside 
their comfort zone, look no further 
than The BIG Theater on Charles 
Street, where the Baltimore Improv 
Group serves up non-stop laughs for 
free each week. Between stops at 
famed locations, simply walk around 
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and take in the various rowhomes, 
innovative businesses and live- 
work spaces that showcase the 
district's creative personality. 


Head to Baltimore's southeast side 
to experience the Highlandtown 
Arts & Entertainment District, 
encompassing Highlandtown, 
Patterson Park, and parts of 
Canton and Greektown, too. 
Artists of all kinds from various 
backgrounds live and work within 
this area, partly as a result of 
nonprofit The Creative Alliance's 
idea to transform the historic 
Patterson Movie Theater (3134 
Eastern Ave.) into a multi-arts 
center. Since 2003, the facility 
has been home to a classroom 
for aspiring artists, two galleries 
for contemporary art, a 200- 
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seat theater, a media lab and a 
multifaceted space for local artists 
to practice their work. 


Creative Alliance and its local 
partners also host various events 
throughout the year that speak 

to the district's roots, such 

as Salsapolkalooza and the 
Highlandtown Farmer's Market 
and Artket. Plus, by simply strolling 
through the streets, you'll get a 
sense of the community's talent, 
as there are dozens of detailed 
murals on building walls that 
depict the long-lasting culture of 
the neighborhood. To start, check 
out Pablo Marchioli's bright mural, 
titled Alfie la Quinta Estrella, at 
the corner of Baltimore Street and 
Highland Avenue.

altimore was once nicknamed 

“the city that reads” as a result 

of its deep literary roots, and 
the name continues to ring true today 
through its independent bookstores, 
famed libraries and cultural landmarks. 
Literati should begin their exploration 
of the city’s past in the Mount Vernon 
historic district, a central spot with 
plenty to see and do. The areais 
home to two famed libraries—the 
George Peabody Library (17 Е. Mount 
Vernon Place) of the renowned Johns 
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Edgar Allan Poe 
House & Museum 





Hopkins University and the Central 
Library of the Enoch Pratt Free 
Library (400 Cathedral St.). While 
the former is recognized for its 
architectural design, featuring 
five tiers of ornamental cast-iron 
balconies full of 300,000 volumes 
on various topics, the latter is one 
of the oldest free libraries in the 
U.S. system, bringing more than 
half a million visitors each year 
with its print collections, virtual 
offerings and in-person events for 
readers of all ages. 


Mount Vernon was also a stomping 
ground for F. Scott Fitzgerald in 
the 1930s, serving as inspiration 
for works like Tender is the Night 
and The Crack-Up. From his former 
home on 1307 Park Avenue to his 
favorite hangout spot, The Owl 

Bar (1 E. Chase St.), touring the 
neighborhood will surely give you 

a sense of what led the novelist to 
become one of the most renowned 
in history. 
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Of all the writers who made a 
name for themselves in Baltimore, 
Edgar Allan Poe is by far the 

most recognized in the city, and 
there are several landmarks in 

our neighborhoods to prove it 
(including an impressive collection 
of his works located at the Enoch 
Pratt Central Library). To get an 
inside look, head to Fell's Point, 

a historic waterfront community 
located in southeast Baltimore. 
The Horse You Came In On Saloon 
(1626 Thames St.), Baltimore's 
oldest saloon, is said to be the site 
where Poe enjoyed one last drink 
before mysteriously dying. Within 
the space, you'll find live music, 
good drinks and plenty of odes to 
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the famed author, including haunted 
stories of Poe's ghost strolling down 
the street on the way to the saloon. 
While in the neighborhood, stop by 
Greedy Reads (1744 Aliceanna St.), 
a three-year-old independent 
bookstore offering everything 

from modern reading about social 
injustice to how-to books and a 
whole lot in between. 


Keep the creativity flowing by 
visiting the Edgar Allan Poe House 
& Museum (203 N. Amity St.) right 
outside of Downtown. The site 
contains the writing desk and chair 
where Poe created some of his 
most famous work, and was home 
to Poe's family for part of the 1830s. 
Next, walk a few extra steps down 
the road to see Poe's burying place, 
located at the Westminster Hall and 
Burying Ground (519 W. Fayette St.). 
Still want to learn more? Consider 
taking a literary walking tour 
through Baltimore with the Maryland 
Humanities Council, which will give 
you the chance to quite literally 
follow in the footsteps of some 

of Baltimore's renowned literary 
figures.
